ARTICLE TWO: To vote by non-partisan ballot for amendment to the town Floodplain 
Development Ordinance, including Flood Insurance Rate Maps of 5-23-06, as proposed 
by the Planning Board. These changes are mandated by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) as a condition for Acworth’s continued participation in the 
National Flood Insurance Program.

“MOTOR VEHICLE RACE TRACK: An off-highway site or facility, or portion thereof, 
whose use includes, at any time, the engagement of motor vehicles of any description, as 
defined in RSA 259:60, in any type of competition as to speed or performance, with or 
without spectators, or which includes the operation of any type of motor vehicle in excess 
of any speed legally permitted on public highways in the State. Notwithstanding RSA 
Chapter 287-G, the term ‘motor vehicle race track’ includes any private driving and 
exhibition facility which meets the above definition.” 

By citizen petition.

Pursuant to RSA 149-M:17, and in the interest of providing a safe, efficient 
and economical Solid Waste Transfer Station/Recycling Center, the Town of 
Acworth ordains as follows: 

The Transfer Station/Recycling Center shall be open to all residents and 
landowners of the Town of Acworth; 

The hours of operation shall be determined by the Board of Selectmen and 
shall be posted at the Transfer Station, Town Hall, and Post Offices; 

The Operator shall have the authority to oversee the disposal of refuse and 
recyclable items, to levy established fees, and to enforce policies set by the 
Board of Selectmen to assure the efficiency of the Transfer Station; 
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Disposal fees shall be established by the Board of Selectmen for materials 
which are deemed to place an undue burden on the Transfer Station budget as 
voted by the Town; 

Disposal shall be limited to refuse from Acworth only; materials brought 
from another town shall not be accepted without written permission from the 
Board of Selectmen; 

After hours disposal of refuse or recyclable items shall be prohibited without 
written permission from the Board of Selectmen; 

Removal of material from the Transfer Station/Recycling Center shall be 
prohibited without permission from the Board of Selectmen or the Operator; 
Violation of any provision of this ordinance shall be reported to the Board 
of Selectmen and Acworth Police Department and may be subject to fines up to 
$500; 

This ordinance becomes effective upon affirmative vote by the Town at its 
annual Town Meeting, March 8, 2005. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


Article Six was moved by Caroline Barth, seconded by John Tuthill. 
With no discussion the article was moved to vote. 


Article Six passed by voice vote. 


Chris Noonan motioned to move Article Fifteen up and discuss at 
this point, and was then seconded. 


Motion to Move to Article Fifteen passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE FIFTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
work with the Planning Board during the next year to write a clear town policy 
and plan regarding Class VI road use and development. This plan will clarify 
the intent of the town to allow development, or to limit it, on specific roads and 
will conform to the mandate to plan for future growth so as to preclude scattered 
and premature development. This plan will be presented at public hearing and 
subsequently approved by both boards. Until this plan is so approved, for a 
period not to exceed one year, the Selectmen will not issue building permits for 
parcels without adequate frontage on Class V or better roads. Submitted by 
petition. The Selectmen do not recommend this article. 


Article Fifteen was moved by Ed Metsack, seconded by Richard 
Kangas. 

Peter Wotowiec spoke briefly of the benefits of voting for this 
article. 

After fifteen minutes of discussion, Chris Noonan moved to amend the 
article, seconded by Peter Wotowiec. 


Article Fifteen with the proposed amendment to read as follows (changes 
appear in bold): 
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To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to work with the Planning 
Board during the next year to write a clear town policy and plan regarding 
Class VI road use and development. This plan will clarify the intent of the 
town to allow development, or to limit it, on specific roads. This plan will be 
presented at a public hearing and subsequently approved by both 
boards before being submitted for approval by the voters of Acworth 
by non-partisan ballot on the 2006 Town Meeting Warrant. 


After ten minutes of discussion, motion was made to move to the 
amendment. 
Amendment was moved to vote. 


Amendment passed by voice vote. 


Article Fifteen was moved to vote as amended. Ken Grant announced 
that upon request of five legal voters, this would be a ballot vote. Ken 
Grant gave instructions that Ballot “A” was to be used in voting. The 
ballots were immediately collected and counted. 


Yes 157 No 30 


Article Fifteen as amended passed. 

Chris Noonan moved to restrict reconsideration of Article Fifteen, seconded 
by Lyman Young. 

Restriction of reconsideration moved to vote. 


Restriction of reconsideration for Article Fifteen passed by voice 
vote. 


The meeting then resumed regular order. 


ARTICLE SEVEN: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000 (Fifteen thousand dollars) to be placed in the existing Capital 
Reserve Fund (created in 2000) for the purchase of Highway Equipment. The 
Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


Article Seven was moved by Jim Brown, seconded by Lorraine Dion. 
Selectman Tom Esslinger addressed the article indicating that we 
should pass this article rather than fixing up trucks all the time. 
After some discussion Article Seven was moved to vote. 


Article Seven passed by voice vote. 
ARTICLE EIGHT: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $30,000 (Thirty thousand dollars) to be placed in the existing Capital 


Reserve Fund (created in 2001) for the future revaluation of the Town. The 
Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 
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Article Eight was moved by Jim Brown, seconded by Ray Nabatoff 


After a couple of questions, Tom Esslinger made a motion to amend 
the sum from $30,000 to $40,000, seconded by Lyman Young. 
After some discussion, amendment was moved to vote. 


Amendment passed by voice vote. 
Article Eight was moved to vote as amended. 
Article Eight as amended passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE NINE: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into a five year lease agreement for $125,000 for the purpose of leasing 
a new highway truck, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 for 
the first year’s payment for that purpose. The lease agreement will contain 
an escape clause. Majority vote required, Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this article. 


Article Nine was moved by Jim Brown, seconded by Torrey Green. 
Kerry Smith addressed this article and current conditions of the old 
trucks currently in use. 

After some discussion the article was moved to vote. 


Article Nine passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE TEN: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into a five year lease agreement for $35,000 for the purpose of leasing a 
new Police cruiser and appropriate the sum of $7,000 for the first year’s payment 
for that purpose. The lease agreement will contain an escape clause. Majority 
vote required, Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


Article Ten was moved by June Blake, seconded by Sandy Bisson. 
After brief discussion the Article was moved to vote. 


Article Ten passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN: To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Forest 
Management Fund into the General Fund up to $5,000.00 of net revenue from 
the 2004-2005 Gove Town Forest timber harvest, not to exceed 50% of the final 
harvest income. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


Article Eleven was moved by Terry Burns, seconded by Peter 
Wotowiec. 

Peter Wotowiec addressed the article and his support for it. 
After a brief discussion the article was moved to vote.

Article Eleven passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE TWELVE: To see if the Town will vote to establish as town forest 
under RSA: 31:110 the tracts or parcels of land known as the Jennison and 
Nelson lots, to authorize the Conservation Commission to manage the town 
forest under the provision of RSA: 31:112 II and to authorize the placement of 
any proceeds which may accrue from said forest management into the existing 
Forest Management Fund, which shall be allowed to accumulate from year to 
year as provided by RSA: 31:113. Dispersal of said funds above and beyond the 
implementation of the management plan shall be approved by voters at the 
annual Town Meeting. Said parcels shall be hereafter known as the South 
Acworth Town Forest. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


Article Twelve was moved by Rob DeValk, seconded by Jim Brown. 
Peter Wotowiec addressed the article and his support for it.

ARTICLE THIRTEEN: To see if the Town will accept the gift of Lot 297 of Map 
24 for annexation to the public cemeteries. (On January 26, 2005, the Cemetery 
Trustees voted unanimously to support this article.) Submitted by petition. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. 


Article Thirteen was moved by Stella Herpel, seconded by Terry 
Burns. 

Stella Herpel addressed this article. After a question the article was 
moved to vote. 


Article Thirteen passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE FOURTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$46,100 (Forty six thousand, one hundred dollars) to continue the renovation 
of the Acworth Town Hall; said money to come from surplus. The Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend this article.

The Amendment passed. 


Jack Rieck moved to reduce the budget by $58,480, and was then 
seconded.

Amendment failed by voice vote. 
Article Sixteen was moved to vote as amended. 


Article Sixteen as amended in the amount of $741,021 passed by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE SEVENTEEN: To see if the Town will vote that the Town Clerk 
compensation will be salary only and not include fees. The Selectmen 
recommend this article. 


Article Seventeen was moved by Tom Esslinger, seconded by Ed 
Metsack. 

After a brief comment from Tom Esslinger, the article was moved to 
vote. 


Article Seventeen passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE EIGHTEEN: To transact any other business that may legally be 
brought before this Town Meeting. 


Alice Fogel spoke briefly on community profile. 


Rose Knight raised the question about an amount on page 44 of the 
Town Report, expenditure of $34,648. Wanted to know what this amount 
was for. There was no explanation. Moderator stated this was a valid 
question and asked that it be looked into. 


With no other business at hand at 10:30 p.m., the Moderator announced 
that the business portion of the meeting would adjourn after the last 
person voted. 


Polls closed at 10:35 p.m. 
Meeting recessed at 10:40 to count ballots. 


Meeting was adjourned at 12:30 a.m.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


If the issues facing the Town in 2005 were to be summarized under one heading 
it seems it could read “Challenges and Opportunities”. 


The October flooding presented the greatest fiscal and physical challenge the 
Town has faced in recent memory. Damage costs exceeded half a million dollars, 
twice our annual highway budget. Six weeks of continuous work by the Highway 
Department and contractors under its supervision returned most of the roads 
to a condition maintainable for winter. Some will need revisiting in the spring. 
Completion of the work propelled us into the reimbursement application process. 
With twenty project sites to document, this was a lengthy administrative task. 
To date the Town has been reimbursed for the 75% Federal share of the work 
or $408,044. The State has promised to fund all but $5,000. of the balance. 


The opportunity inherent in the flood experience was to rebuild infrastructure 
that would be safer and more able to withstand another such occurrence. In 
the future, damage reimbursement could depend on having emergency and 
hazard mitigation planning in place. Planning will require cooperation between 
Town departments, citizen and satellite organizations such as Acworth 
Volunteer Fire and Rescue, Church and School. The Board will be working 
with State and Federal agencies on plan development. 


The challenge of restoring the Town Hall was met within budget and with 
pleasing result. Bob Skinner submitted the winning bid for the project and 
carried it through competently despite unforeseen factors such as fire safety 
and structural problems. John Herpel, acting as Clerk of the Works, researched 
codes, specified hardware and paint, and tended to numerous other details 
including tracking the project budget. Various individuals donated time and 
labor, particularly Jeff Foote who donated the labor involved in making the 
three new doors and the Herpels who donated their labor restoring the Hall 
windows. The Board now holds its meetings in the Hall which better 
accommodates those who attend regularly. 


Completion of that project presents another opportunity: the Town offices, which 
have served us since 1976, are in need of attention. The leaking roof is beyond 
repair, public access does not meet code requirements, secure storage and file 
space is inadequate and, for any who have attended on nights of multiple 
meetings, space is tight. The Building Committee is working on plans for a 
modest upgrade/expansion. The Board supports this effort in the interest of 
preserving what we have invested in the Town Hall already and preparing for 
future needs. 


The 2005 Town Meeting established a Committee to develop policies for Class 
VI Road use and development. CVI Roads have been cited as one of the thorniest 
challenges facing rural towns statewide. Representing a wide variety of views, 
the Committee has produced policies for voter consideration as it was charged. 
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The policies are general in nature; individual road consideration was prohibited 
by time constraints. The Committee has expressed a willingness to work on 
individual roads; the Board took this as an opportunity and voted in support of 
the Committee continuing. This is an issue which is of concern to many. Wide 
participation through meeting and hearing attendance is important to the 
Town’s future. 


Road maintenance consumes a considerable portion of Board meetings. In 2005 
the Road Committee was reactivated to assist with long term maintenance 
planning, development of road history files, research relating to road 
maintenance options and creation of a plan for equipment replacement aimed 
at avoiding the repair spending which has adversely impacted the highway 
budget in recent years. Work on these issues, though interrupted by the fall 
flooding, will continue. 


Following a bidding process last spring, Municipal Resources and Vision 
Technologies were contracted to revaluate the Town. During 2005 each property 
was visited for measuring and listing. In 2006 the data will be analyzed and 
values established. Property owners will be notified of the new values in late 
summer and hearings will be held for questions. The new values will be used 
with updated parcel map information to compute the Fall 2006 tax bills. The 
updated parcel maps were completed in December and can be viewed in the 
Board office. Revaluation and Remapping represented sizeable challenges to 
Acworth in their cost and in the administrative time they required. The benefit 
to all of us will be accurate and equitable town wide assessment records which, 
if maintained, will avoid future large expenditures by the Town. 


In late spring the Board found it necessary to initiate changes in the Town’s 
police coverage. Considering the complexities of law enforcement today, the 
Board believes the Town is best served by being associated with a larger entity. 
Our coverage by State Police Troop C of Keene has proven effective and 
economical for the Town at this time. 


In addition to these issues, the Board has been pleased with accomplishments 
in other areas such as the establishment of a formal Policy/Procedures Manual 
to assure more uniform handling of Board business; expansion of the Town 
website to include current issues information; initial steps taken in the 
implementation of junk yard licensing; and preparation by the Town Clerk’s 
office to restore municipal agent motor vehicle services to the Town in 2006. 


On the horizon for 2007 is the end of the Solid Waste Project. Waste disposal 
vendors have already begun submitting proposals to the Town for consideration. 
Decisions will need to be made as to how the Town wishes to dispose of its 
trash. 


Many challenges, many opportunities. As always, the Board appreciates the 
input of all interested Townspeople. We hope you will attend Town Meeting 
and our regularly scheduled meetings to express your views.

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2005 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


2005 was just another typical year at the Acworth Highway Dept. The biggest 
snow storms came in March, heavy rains all summer with the usual flooding 
and severe road damages, culverts washing out and so on. I think Prescott and 
I are finally getting used to it. 

There were quite a few changes within the department last year. As most 
of the citizens know we had lots of problems with the old truck and with the 
support of the voters, (THANK YOU VERY MUCH!) we replaced it with a 2006 
International 7500 6 wheel dump truck at a cost of $110,000.This truck is 
working out very well for us. 

The Road Committee was reactivated in 2005 and was showing some progress 
until the October flood and for obvious reasons came to a screeching halt, which 
was unfortunate, because budget time was right around the corner. I’m hoping 
that we'll have better luck in 2006, and get some concrete plans for Acworth 
roads. If we cast a Master Plan, we can better our budget strategies for our 
future. 

Although I didn’t get as involved as I’d like to have, the Class 6 Road 
Committee was very productive in coming up with some plans and guidelines 
for our Class 6 roads. It'll be interesting to see how this will go at town meeting. 
There seems to be a lot of controversy over this issue. 

The department had more personnel changes in 2005. Scott Bingham left us 
to go to Rescue Inc. in Brattleboro. Rescue Inc. is an ambulance service and 
Scott really prefers that kind of work over road maintenance. I’ve talked to 
him since and he seems to be enjoying it. I wish him the best of luck. It just so 
happened, (to my good fortune) that at the same time Scott was getting done, 
Bob Stocker was retiring from the state D.O.T. and was looking for something 
to do. So we had him come on as our third man and this is working out very 
well. For some reason though he made it pretty clear he didn’t want to work 
through the winter months. After 32 years of plowing and sanding, you’d think 
he’d kind of miss it. But anyway, that left us without a third man for the winter. 
So we approached Bob Blair who had worked for us last winter to fill in during 
big storms. This turned out to be a good opportunity for Bob as well as us. Bob 
is taking over Grant Tallman’s mowing service and was looking for full time 
winter work. So the end result is we have two fulltime year round employees 
and two seasonal fulltime. 

Floods! We had floods. Two. The first was on June 29. Ten roads were 
damaged. Some severely. This was an isolated storm and the county didn’t 
qualify for FEMA assistance. We got through that one okay, then the big one 
hit on October 8. We spent roughly a half million dollars repairing our roads. 
Almost half of that went to Echo Valley Bridge. Other roads damaged were, 
Derry Hill, Crane Brook, Gove, and Nye to name a few. Our dirt roads for the 
most part held up pretty well considering. FEMA has come through once again 
for our little town. We should be receiving almost all the money spent, from 
FEMA grants and from the State. The worst part of the flood in October was 
the timing. It left us with very little time to grade the back roads. Some are in 
very poor condition. We’ll have to deal with them the best we can until spring. 
Everyone’s patience is greatly appreciated. 
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Although the decision was made to rebuild Allen Rd. last year, it was put 
off until this year because of the damages to Luther Hill done during the June 
storm. The Selectmen decided to repair and resurface that road instead. I’m 
happy with the way it came out and feel the Selectmen made a good choice. 
Our intention is to grind Allen Rd. in 2006 the same way it was done on the 
Lempster end. We have to replace several of the culverts and add a few hundred 
yards of gravel to build the road up, but it will be a good road for years to come 
when finished. 

Our goal is to continue to work hard and be more productive in 2006 for the 
citizens of Acworth. Both Prescott and I enjoy working for you, and always try 
to keep our roads safe and passable.

The recycling 
rate is estimated at just under 30%. Increased recycling decreases the solid 
waste budget. Acworth may wish to consider moving to a user fee system for 
household trash to give residents a direct incentive to reduce the amount of 
waste destined for disposal. Finding increased savings will be important as the 


town considers its options following the anticipated dissolution of the NH/VT 
Solid Waste Project in 2007. Hauling and disposal costs are rising in the region.

We were also successful in obtaining more favorable 
interest rates and flexibility in the way we want to schedule our Certificates 
of Deposit. 


During April we received $6,174.24 from the Cemetery Association 
after this group chose to dissolve and disperse all its residual funds. These 
funds were determined to be “unrestricted” as to use in any town cemetery. 


Our investment policy was reviewed and a decision was made not to 
make any adjustments at this time. We also developed and approved a set of 
By-Laws for conducting trustee’s meetings. This has resulted in our meetings 
being better organized, more focused, and efficient. 


Attendance at meetings has been 100% by all trustees and our record- 
ing secretary. This level of participation with a full compliment of elected 
trustees (the first time in decades) resulted in continued improvements in 
performing our duties. 


Tim Perry was elected in 2005 to a term of three years, bringing with 
him more financial abilities and implementation skills. The board is fortunate 
for his addition. 


Our recording secretary Marianne Nevelson proves to be an indispens- 
able link among us, and our correspondents. The greatly improved recording 
of our official activities significantly enhances our accountability to the public. 


In 2005 a Cash Receipts and Disbursement Journal was designed by the 
Bookkeeper John S. Demars. This is now updated as transactions are recorded.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


During this past year at the Acworth Silsby Library, the first and second-grad- 
ers have continued their regular visits to the library, use of our computers granted 
by the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation has increased, and inter-library loan 
has been used very effectively to bring books from all over the state to Acworth 
residents. 


A book discussion group has begun, currently meeting once a month at 4:00 on 
Sunday afternoons at the library, hosted by Suzanne Orlando, Acworth resi- 
dent and Lempster librarian. Books are chosen by the discussion participants; 
then a stack of this month’s books are made available at the library for anyone 
who is interested, whether you can make it to the discussion or not. Come, 
enjoy the opportunity to connect with friendly people and good books, help se- 
lect the next book, or drop us a note to let us know which meeting times work 
best for you. 


This year has seen a definite increase in inter-library loan (ILL) transactions at 
our library. ILL is a convenient means by which any Acworth resident can 
borrow any book which is in New Hampshire’s participating libraries. So if you 
hear about a book on the radio or from a friend, and you think to yourself, “Our 
library probably doesn’t have that book,” think again! At the end of 2005, we 
had access to just over 1.6 million titles (almost 5 million physical items), with 
about 1300 titles being added weekly. Look for an old favorite, follow a special 
interest, or consider requesting an audio version of a book you’ve been waiting 
to read, and listen to it instead while you’re painting the ceiling or driving to 
work. 


New this year: the NH State Library has provided library patrons with access 
to the full text electronic edition of The Union Leader & New Hampshire Sun- 
day Times 1989 to current, and NewsBank Special Reports. This resource pro- 
vides a 15 year archive and is updated daily with all aspects of community and 
local news, national and international events, obituaries, letters to the editor, 
legal issues, news headlines, politics and much more. Stop in at the library for 
site and password information. 


Our annual book sale on Old Home Day weekend was extremely successful, 
thanks especially to your donated books and the time and effort of several dedi- 
cated volunteers. We received almost $800 toward the purchase of new books! 


Trusty Trustees: In March 2005 we said goodbye to Ruth Balla, who spent 18 

years as a library trustee, and this year is our last with Ella Brown, who has 
done a wonderful job as treasurer. We will miss their valuable service and 
insights.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


This year resulted in what is believed by the trustees to be considerable 
progress in the operation and maintenance of the cemeteries. Our surveyor 
completed a phase of his project and placed surface markers in part of the new 
cemetery so that lot locations will be more certain. The trustees also entered 
into an agreement with the surveyor for the completion of the task next year. 

Due to the unexpected relocation of our previous grounds maintenance man, 
the trustees had to hustle around and find a new lawn care service. Grant 
Tallman rose to the occasion and soon had the cemeteries looking better than 
they had in some time. 

Kristian Fenderson agreed to become assistant sexton for at least a trial 
year in order to aid Ken Bogle. Since his appointment, he has completed a 
botanical survey of the trees and shrubs within the cemeteries and has drawn 
up a multiyear plan for their long-term care. Additionally, he has started 
reviewing the condition of the monuments with the intention of determining 
any necessary repairs as well as maintaining the integrity of those threatened 
by trees or other causes. It should be noted that these are services for which he 
charges in other towns. Kristian is also organizing a volunteers’ group to 
perform light maintenance and other tasks on behalf of our cemeteries. 

Finally, the old Cemetery Association formally disbanded and its assets were 
placed in an unrestricted cemetery fund with the Trustees of the Trust Funds. 
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ACWORTH VOLUNTEER FIRE AND RESCUE ANNUAL REPORT 


Acworth fire and rescue volunteers responded to 60 calls this year. Forty of 
those were for medical assistance. Eleven involved vehicle accidents. Others 
included wires on trees, malfunctioning heating equipment, and hazardous spills. 
Fire calls included one local, one for mutual aid to Goshen and one for assis- 
tance to a house fire in Alstead. 


The balance of the federal grant obtained in 2004 was used toward new breath- 
ing apparatus. A new chain saw was purchased with a portion of the Arthur 
Smith memorial funds. 


The October floods kept us busy securing a leaking gas tank at the South Acworth 
church and numerous pumping details. We were fortunate, however, to escape 
any major disasters despite the lack of electricity and telephone service for sev- 
eral days and many road hazards that required round-about trips between towns. 
Unable to provide any assistance to the devastated Alstead area, we voted to 
donate money that would usually be spent to provide mutual aid. Half was 
given to the Alstead area Relief Fund and half designated toward restoring 
Millot Green, where the Alstead Fire Department holds major fundraisers and 
where many Acworth youngsters participate in sports and other events. 


The year continued on toward its sad ending. In December the historic home of 
Bill and Nancy Austin was destroyed by fire. Several area fire departments 
joined us, but flames had already engulfed the entire house within minutes of 
its discovery. 


Our last call of the year was for medical assistance to Buddy Smith, who died in 
the hospital a few days later. Buddy was an early member of the Fire Company 
and remained one of us for the rest of his life. Not much inclined toward for- 
malities, Buddy sort of drifted away from meetings and the business of the 
organization, but he was always there when we needed him and sometimes 
even before we knew we needed him. Accepting no payment, he plowed and 
sanded our yard and kept our trucks going, cleared the path at emergency scenes, 
towed cars, or did whatever else was needed, so we could do our jobs and get 
back home again. No matter whether his work was interrupted for the day or 
his sleep was lost for the night, he was there with his good cheer and vast 
competence. We shall miss him greatly. 


We’re always looking for a few more resident members. Thanks to those who 
have contributed funds and support throughout the year.

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ACWORTH PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT - 2005 


According to NH state law, “Zoning, subdivision regulations and related regula- 
tions are a legislative tool that enables municipal government to meet more 
effectively the demands of evolving and growing communities...Proper regula- 
tions enhance the public health, safety and general welfare and encourage the 
appropriate and wise use of land...planning, zoning and related regulations 
have been and should continue to be the responsibility of municipal govern- 
ment” (RSA 672:1). 


You, the “legislative body” of Acworth’s municipal government, created the 
Acworth Planning Board in 1978 to achieve these goals. The tools for achieve- 
ment are well considered land use regulations that give more to the property- 
owning citizen than they take away. 


Last year there were 47 property sales in Acworth, involving 677.3 acres and 
$5,423,051. 21 new residential building permits were granted during the last 
two years. Acworth faces unprecedented change, yet the tools to direct this 
change have not been sharpened for a while. Validated in spirit by numerous 
recent citizen surveys, our 1979 Master Plan has not been technically updated 
for 27 years. Subdivision Regulations have remained unrevised for 23 years, 
Zoning for 7 years, Driveway Regulations for 12 years, Planning Board Rules of 
Procedure for 10 years. 


As demonstrated by its efforts during 2005, the Acworth Planning Board takes 
its responsibility for keeping land use regulations current and fair seriously, 
while also attending to its day-to-day business guided by the rule of law. We 
created and filled a new administrative assistant position last May, significantly 
increasing our operational efficiency. In 2005, we made 30 site visits, approved 
5 of 5 subdivision applications, 10 of 11 driveway permit applications, and rec- 
ommended 5 of 8 Class 6 road building permit applications to the Board of 
Selectmen. After duly scheduled public hearings, we passed updated Drive- 
way regs and Planning Board Rules of Procedure in 2005, as well as presenting 
new Subdivision regs for public hearing on Jan. 26 of this year. Our Master 
Plan Subcommittee drafted 4 chapters of a new 12-chapter outline, contracted 
with the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission for ongo- 
ing consultation, arranged for new mapping of 8 Town geographical feature 
categories using the latest digital technology, and in January 2006 was ener- 
gized by several new citizen volunteers willing to write and edit. Continued 
work on Master Plan and Zoning updates is on the Board’s agenda for 2006. All 
our meetings are open to the public. Your participation is not only welcome, but 
essential. 


Looking ahead, the Board anticipates spirited and healthy public debate. Those 
who favor abolishing the Board should remind themselves that they favor no 
zoning. Those who favor no limits on private property rights should remind 
themselves that they favor no limits on private speculators, who may buy and 
use Acworth’s rural heritage more for financial gain than for the Town’s long- 
term benefit. No citizen can possess unlimited property rights while expecting 
Acworth to remain protected by its rapidly vanishing remoteness from an ac-

tive land market. The Planning Board believes that such a position would be 
out of step with most Acworth voters. 


The Board wishes to proceed proactively on zoning and subdivision protections 
with plenty of time for voter participation, rather than reactively and hastily as 
a result of failure to anticipate the threats so clearly evident around us. After 
passing an emergency “interim growth management ordinance”, taxpayers in 
next-door Unity have funded two trips to the NH Supreme Court defending 
their town from a massive 565 unit housing development on 300 acres because 
of inadequate zoning and subdivision regulations, and litigation continues. 
Acworth’s Russell farm on Charlestown Road was nearly carved up by an out- 
of-state developer last year, until a buyer for most of it fortunately appeared. 
Land speculators, all non-Acworthians, have contacted the Planning Board chair- 
man about the maximum number of houses they can cram into a particular 
piece of property they may be eyeing. Acworth is no longer isolated or immune; 
just lucky, so far. 


27 years ago, our Master Plan said “the townspeople wanted the Town to retain 
its character and quality as a rural, residential town and to take the necessary 
steps to achieve that end.” Our people are still saying that today. Development 
must and will occur...all of us have to decide how. Citizens, rather than luck, 
should determine Acworth’s future. Input from voters with sometimes widely 
divergent views, presented thoughtfully and with respect neighbor for neigh- 
bor, will help the Acworth Planning Board truly represent our community. 


The Board is grateful for aid, freely given, from the Class 6 Road Committee 
and the Acworth Conservation Commission in service to the Town.

2005 Conservation Commission Projects 


Held our annual Green Up Day (roadside trash pick-up) in May. Again, we 
could not have done this without Acworth 4-H clubs, Scouts, these parents, and 
Barb Davis, our able organizer. 

Several members attended conferences including the Annual Meeting & 
Workshops of the “ NH Association of Conservation Commissions”, “Saving 
Special Places” and several Cooperative Extension workshops on wildlife and 
forestry. 

Worked with Mark Goodwin to updat and finish a map of “Acworth’s Special 
Places”. 

Continued to work with Grant Taylor’s carving club, whose students have 
created beautiful wooden signs for both of Acworth’s Town Forests. 

Received a grant from the “Mooseplate” Conservation grants to hire a biologist 
who is assessing “natural and unique plant communities” in Acworth. 
Organized conservation displays for Old Home Day and Town Meeting day. 


Coordination with other boards and organizations includes: 


Two member serve on the Master Plan Update committee. 

Chair and Vice Chair continue to share a non-voting position on the Acworth 
Planning Board. 

We share costs and work with the Crescent Lake Association and Unity 
Conservation Commission to complete the annual water quality monitoring tests 
on the lake. 

We support the Crescent Lake Weed Watchers in their dedicated work to keep 
the lake free of the invasive aquatic weed, Eurasian Milfoil. 

We communicate with the Cold River Local Advisory Committee.

Acworth Town Forests Report 

Established by town meeting vote in 1997, the almost 300 acre Gove Town Forest is 

located in the northeast corner of the town on the slopes above Crescent Lake. 

Timber production, wildlife management, watershed protection and outdoor 

recreation are the management goals for this property. In addition, the 2005 Town 

Meeting approved creation of a new Town Forest, the 100 acre “Jennison Lot” on 

Hilliard Road in South Acworth. 

The management of the Town Forest has been steady and productive due to the 

efforts of the Town Forest Advisory Board. Appreciation and thanks for work done 

over the past year are extended to our team. The work included: 

e Completion of a land protection agreement for the Town Forest with the Forest 
Society. 

e Completion of a winter timber harvest and preparations made for another in 

2005. 

Significant boundary marking and clearing. 

Opening of a pedestrian hiking trail to the summit of Gove Hill. 

Development of Forest Maintenance Budgets. 

Transfer of $3800 from the forest fund to town general fund.

forest and wildlife resources through direct conservation initiatives. These actions are 
planned, funded and implemented by mutual agreement and as authorized by the 
townspeople of Acworth via the town meeting and the town selectboard. 
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REPORT OF THE CLASS V1 ROAD ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
01-10-06 


BACKGROUND 

In March of 2005, the town voted to instruct the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board to draft a policy for Acworth’s Class VI roads, (town roads not 
actively maintained by the town), to be considered at the 2006 Town Meeting. 
On April 11, 2005, a joint meeting of the town boards agreed to set up a Class 
VI Roads Committee. Efforts were made to ensure broad representation from 
members of the public and town officials, including a healthy diversity of 
personal views and opinions. 


The committee first met on May 9, 2005 and continued to meet on the second 
and fourth Mondays of each month following. It was made up of members of 
the public as well as representatives from the Board of Selectmen, Planning 
Board, Conservation Commission, Zoning Board of Adjustment and Town Road 
Agent. 


GOALS 

The committee had only a few months to generate results before the initial 
September deadline proposed by the BOS so members agreed to focus on drafting 
general “Use and Maintenance” and “Building” policies to include basic 
guidelines and principles applicable wherever use or development was to be 
considered by the BOS. A road-by road policy was deemed essential to pursue, 
but was not initiated by the committee given the tight schedule. A concurrent 
goal was to determine exactly which roads have Class VI status and which are 
private. 


METHODS 
Research tapped three major resources; field visits, written materials, and 
input from Acworth towns people. 


1.- Roads. The committee formulated a field evaluation sheet used to catalogue 
the physical characteristics of Class VI and private roads, all of which were 
visited by committee members. 

2.- Written materials. A review of New Hampshire state law provided the legal 
foundation for Class VI road status and oversight. Existing town guidelines, 
plans, and opinion surveys provided an idea of the current state of Acworth 
Class VI road stewardship. Historical documents including old maps and the 
1979 Master Plan provided the basis for determining which roads actually have 
Class VI or private status. Existing policies and information from area towns 
and regional planning councils led to understanding what other towns have 
done. Finally, legal opinions, both general and responses to specific questions 
from Acworth were considered. 


3. - Acworth townspeople. All committee meetings were open to the public, 
being noticed at the Town Hall and both post offices. Drafts of both policies 
were submitted to the Board of Selectmen and Planning Board for comments 
and revision before being discussed at public hearing on November 21, 2005. 
Public comment was encouraged, welcomed, and incorporated in subsequent 
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drafts. 


Member participation in committee meetings and deliberations was consistently 
high. Outside meetings, members volunteered significant time, including un- 
dertaking field visits to all roads and conducting extensive research. Rather 
than rely upon majority vote, all committee decisions were by consensus ensur- 
ing the broadest possible support and the most solid results possible. 


RESULTS 

“Use and Maintenance” and “Building” policies for Class VI roads were created 
and approved by the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board for presenta- 
tion to the public and for vote at the 2006 Town Meeting. 


An up-to-date road map of Acworth, based on the 1979 Master Plan Map, was 
created in conjunction with the Master Plan Subcommittee. This map will be 
available as part of the revised Master Plan. Copies will be available from the 
Planning Board for use by town officials and Acworth townspeople. 

A Class VI Road file was begun. It should be continued and improved by the 
Planning Board as an integral component of the “Class VI Road Use and 
Maintenance Policy”.

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2005 RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The year 2005 saw the Recreation Committee involved in many of its traditional 
activities, including flooding the rink at Mill Pond Acre, baseball in the spring 
and soccer in the fall. Due to low registrations, we fielded only baseball team. 
Soccer had a higher turnout with two teams playing. Unfortunately, the soccer 
season was cut short by the October flooding and snow which followed shortly 
after. 


Thanks to the Acworth Community Profile Project in October, the Recreation 
Committee has several new members including Mary and Dan Guiseppone, 
Bob Skinner, Sam Edson, Dennis Eaton, Janet Albright and Jim Genovese. 
The Committee now meets the first Thursday of the month. 


In response to the chronic problem of drivers digging up the field on Turkey 
Shoot Road, we have purchased a new gate for the field entrance. It will be 
kept locked, but will be accessible to authorized vehicles. 


The Committee recently created a recreation survey which was distributed 
throughout Acworth to generate input on the kinds of activities the community 
is interested in. The survey also indicated who is interested in specific activities 
so they can be contacted accordingly. As a result of this input the Committee 
will be sponsoring card and board game nights on the second Thursday of the 
month. We are also hoping to offer Tai Chi, dance and art classes. As additional 
surveys come in more activities will be considered. Survey forms are still 
available at the Village Store, Library and Town Hall. You can also give your 
ideas directly to any of our Committee members. 


Finally, on Town Meeting night, we will be resurrecting an old tradition of 
serving a beef stew dinner before and during the meeting; come and see us in 
the map room. There will also be a dessert and drink table in the Hall. 
Proceeds from food sales will go to future recreation projects.

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CRESCENT LAKE ASSOCIATION REPORT 


Once again the Lake Host Program at the Crescent Lake boat ramp had a 
very successful season. We employed four hosts, two from Unity and two from 
Acworth who worked 89 days for a total of 855 hours. They were on duty 
seven days a week from June 11 through September 5. 
The payroll was a little over $9,000 and was made possible by the following 
contributions: 

$3,000 grant from DES 

$2,000 from Town of Acworth 

$1,000 from Town of Unity 
The remainder of funds came from dues paid to the Crescent Lake Associa- 
tion by its members. 
A total of 430 boats were inspected, up from 358 in 2004. No invasive species 
of plants were found.

The Cold River Local Advisory Committee (CRLAC) consists of citizen representatives 
appointed by selectboards from Acworth, Alstead, Langdon, Lempster, and Walpole. The 
CRLAC supports municipal boards and is developing a Watershed Management Plan that 
will assist towns in managing water resources. The committee also reviews river corridor 
projects needing state and federal permits and investigates related issues of local or 
statewide significance. 


CRLAC ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 2005: 


1. Municipal Conservation, Planning & Health Assistance 

> Continued work on a voluntary watershed management plan for the Cold River. 

> Secured an additional year of watershed assistance from the National Parks’ Rivers 
and Trails Program. 

> Advised our Lake Associations (Warren and Crescent) on wetland and water quality 
degradation issues. 

> Assisted Alstead with subdivision and stormwater permitting, as well as the 
development of their master plan survey and evaluation of possible well 
contamination issues. 

> Provided Acworth with guidance on fuel storage tank design and possible impacts to 
water resources. 

> Co-coordinated brainstorming sessions regarding the management and future of the 
Vilas Pool area. 


2. Workshops, Events & Education 

> Held the well-attended Workshop on Protecting Water Quality in the Cold River 
Watershed at the Vilas School in March. This event provided an overview of 
watershed features, threats, uses and management approaches. 

> Organized a nature walk (“Trib Trek”) along Alstead’s Camp Brook in February, 
hosted by David Moody. 

> Mentored and assisted Antioch student Dee Caldwell with her hydrology study on 
Camp Brook. 

> Assisted Keene High student Kristen Harkay with her class project involving the 
Cold River. 


3. Water Quality & Quantity Monitoring 

> Revised and streamlined our comprehensive surface water characterization program, 
now in its fourth year, to more closely adhere to NH’s Consolidated Assessment 
Listing Methodology (CALM). 

>» Initiated an in-stream pilot study of volunteer flow monitoring at Drewsville Gorge 
with the State of NH. 

> Purchased additional sampling supplies and developed field equipment 
improvements. 
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>» Completed three “routine” water quality and stream stage monitoring events on the 
Cold River and its major tributaries as part of NH’s Volunteer River Assessment 
Program (VRAP). 

> Solicited and received DES funding for additional bacteria, nutrient and metal 
analyses. 


4. Drinking Water Protection Plan 

>» With the professional assistance of Granite State Rural Water Association, initiated 
and led a comprehensive evaluation of drinking water protection for public drinking 
water systems at all schools within the watershed. 

> Published a Drinking Water Protection Plan with detailed recommendations for 
further actions. 


5. Post-Flood Response Efforts 

> Procured additional water sampling funding and assistance from NH DES, and 
completed several post-flood monitoring events on the Cold River and Warren 
Brook. 

> Supported efforts to fund floodplain-floodway mapping, erosion/stream bank 
restoration and Millot Green revitalization projects through the U.S. Geological 
Survey, NH DES and National Park Service. 

> Provided practical recommendations to municipal boards on environmental issues. 

> Communicated local landowner information requests to NH DES’ Watershed 
Bureau. 

> Assisted private well owners with bacteria/nitrogen contamination and well 
disinfection concerns. 

>» Summarized local flood precipitation data for the Town of Alstead. 


The flooding that occurred in October 2005 provoked a level of devastation to people's 
lives and property, as well as to Warren Brook and the Cold River as we know it, and it 
is impossible to adequately write about it. The Advisory Committee sends our grateful 
admiration to all those who have worked and continue to work so tirelessly and 
courageously to find solutions. 


The Advisory Committee welcomes your participation on any of our projects. We meet 
on the third Thursday of each month, 7- 9PM, usually in the Alstead Town Offices. To 
be on our email notices for workshops or monitoring events, call any member. We thank 
everyone who has worked with us during the past year, and we are particularly grateful to 
Ted Walsh of NH DES, Lelia Mellen of NPS and Jen Palmiotto of GSRWA for their 
many hours of assistance.
